| Campbell’ 's 5,799, the mayor’s majority 5,833. The total vote | 
for Mayor Fry was 3,588 greater than in last year’s election. 

Mayor Fry this year ran for office as an independent, 
having been replaced by Ald. Campbell on the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee ticket, under which sponsorship he has won all his 
| previous elections, four years for mayor and five years in| 

| aldermanic terms. 

A reversal for the Citizens’ Committee was registered 

when only two of its candidates for the five vacant seats 

| on city ‘council were returned. These were James M. 

| Douglas, who placed second for a South Side seat and 
C. E. Gariepy, who was re-elected in fourth place. Heading

Yet even 
then they failed in Yugoslavia, as they 
failed in Gretce ’ 

The fact remains that there were three 
absolutely vital objectives which Nazi 
diplomacy ought to have attained. It was 
essential to maintain good relations with 
Russia and to avoid war on two fronts. It 
was essential to prevent North and South 
America from becoming closely associated 
with Great Britain It was essential to 
induce the populations of the occupied 
countries to acquiesce in German rule. 


these three major objectives. 

And what dipliomatic achievements can 
they show comparable to the Atlantic 
Charter, the Russo-Polish agreement, or 
the Allied resolution of September 24th? 

These solid and formative ! Its of 
British diplomacy were not obtained either 
by menace or by guile. These open cov- 
enants, these pledges of power, derive 
from the experience of centuries. Mr. 


Churchill and Mr. Eden have been loya! to 
the most ancient of all traditions of our 
forefgn policy, namely that compulsion is 


a less durable factor in human relation- 
ship than consent 

It is comforting always to contemplate 
the continuity of our tradition In the 
cathedral church of St. Peter in Exeter 
there are many tombs. The flat effigy of 
Leofric, who was bishop in the eleventh 
century lies next to that of Simon of Apu- 
lia who was, bishop in the thirteenth. The 
grave of Sir Henry de Raliegh, who died 
in the fourteenth century, is faced by a 
table to the memory of Captain Allen, of 
the grenadier regiment of foot guards, 
who fought at Waterloo.

Fleet Needed 


For there is urgently needed in the 
Pacific, for the efficient protection of the 
vitally important region from the Philip- 
pines to Malaya and Australia, a powerful 
British fleet based on Sirffapore. The 
American Navy, strong as it is, is based on 
Hawaii, and has no adequate base in the 
Philippines or anywhere near enough to 
deal easily with a Japanese movement to 


the south. It would be unsound to divide 
the American fleet by sending some part 
of it to Singapore, where the installations 
are technically adapted to British ships. 
For the successful defense of the Pacific 
there are needed two fleets—one oper- 
ating from. Hawaii with advanced bases at 
Manila and one from Singapore with ad- 
vanced bases at Hongkong. Under these 
conditions it is extremely unlikely that 
Japan would strike, and it is as certain as 
anything can be that if Japan struck, 
Japan would be defeated. 

To make British warships available for 
| Singapore, it is desirable to use with max- 
imum effectiveness and economy the Brit- 
| ish, the Canadian, and the American war 
| vessels now in the North Atlantic. The re- 
| strictions of the neutrality act, which, in 

fact, operate as a restriction upon the 
Navy, do not make the mission of the 
Navy less dangerous. But they do make 
the Navy less effective. Neither we nor 
the British are able to use the warships we 
possess\as efficiently as they could be used 
if Congress allowed the American Navy to 
use its own judgment about how best to 
repel the submarines. Thus we are in 
effect wasting sea power which, if it were 
‘properly employed and not wasted, would 
give us in the Pacific a margin of superior-

| Just why Jack Canuck’s interests in the 
| international wheat traffic should not be 
cared for by the Department of Agriculture 
at Ottawa has always puzzled this reader, 
, and I confess that this hydra-headed aspect 
| of Canadian agriculture is beyond my 
| knowledge. 
However, the fact that our new ambas- 
sador at Buenos Aires, Hon. W. F. A. Tur- 
| geon, is ope of the best-posted Canadians 
| on the wheat problem, is an encouraging 
| development, I know of no trade interests 
| more important to the general health of
